big Navy helicopter with six 
men aboard crashed into the 
sea off San Diego today. Two 
bodies were recovered. Search 
was under way for possible sur- 
vivors.

among the three passengers and 
three crewmen.

The cause of the crash was 


not known.

American serviceman killed 
in the Vietnam war, died only 
three weeks after arriving in 
the war zone, U.S. Marine 
officers said today. 


Bullock was killed in action 


last Saturday at the age of 1$, 
while helping defend a Marine 
combat base against a North 
Vietnamese attack. Bullock 
enlisted Sept. 18, three months 
from his 15th birthday in his 
home town in Brooklyn, N.Y. 
He lied about his age. He then 
was only 14. 
He arrived in Vietnam May 


18 and was assigned to the 
2nd Battalion, 5th Marine 
Regiment. 
He was on perimeter watch 


shortly after midnight Satur- 
day when North Vietnamese 
troops firing mortars, rocket- 
propelled grenades and rifles 
attacked the An Hoa combat 
base, 20 miles southwest of 
Da Nang.

Private water and 
sewage disposal systems must 
have a permit unless expressly 
excluded by the requirements 
under this ordinance. 


All plumbing fixtures must be 


served by a public water supply 
system when a supply is located 
within 100 feet. If a public 
supply is not available, a pri- 
vate water supply system can 
be used. 


Permits Required 


A permit will be required for 


well construction or for any 
changes in the construction of a 
well. A permit also will be 
required before installation of 
any water pumping facilities. 


Regulations for waste disposal 


will not permit any discharge of 
liquid wastes into any surface 
waters which would constitute a 
nuisance or be in violation of 
state statuets. 


All premises

another call to duty four years ago when 
his'friend Gov. Knowles asked him to 
accept a seat on the important Coordinat- 
ing Council for Higher Education and his 
colleagues promptly named him as Council 
chairman. 


Now that Mr. Kohler's term as a citizen 


member of the Council is coming to an end, 
there are reports that he is reluctant to 
accept a new appointment. 


We can understand his attitude? Upon 


checking our reference files, we were 
astonished to learn that the 
youthful- 


appearing man who has changed little since 
he was sworn in as governor 19 years ago is 
now 65 years of age. Besides the demanding 
and responsible duties of his Council office, 
he has the managerial responsibility for a 
sizeable industrial enterprise in Sheboygan. 
That he should desire to reduce the pace of 
his activities" is, therefore, quite natural 
and most of the former governor's admir- 
ers will appreciate them. 


Yet we find ourselves hoping, with 


others, that Gov. Knowles can persuade 
him to remain in his Coordinating Council 
seat, even if he feels the chairmanship is 
too arduous a responsibility, for some time 
longer. This year will be a critical one in

Without the slightest 
disparagement of the other members of the 
Council, good men all, we can assert 
confidently that there is no member of that 
agency who commands more public respect 
and confidence, and more trust and respect 
within the many institutions under its 
policy direction, than Walter Jodok Kohler. 


As years are measured nowadays, Mr. 


RothweU is also retiring unseasonably. The 
state would have been fortunate had it been 
able to retain the services of a man so 
broadly experienced in school administra- 
tion, and notably through his experiences 
as a regent of all of the constituent boards 
of higher education when he served as state 
superintendent of public instruction. 


Mr. RothweU does not intend to retire 


literally. He will do some teaching, he has 
said, but it will be in Florida. We regret 
that it won't be in Wisconsin, but personal 
reasons have persuaded the veteran school- 
man to make his home in the southern 
state. We wish him weU, and congratulate 
him on a lifetime of fruitful service to the 
school system of Wisconsin.

Until recently virtually any requested 


appropriation

could gain ready approval in Congress. And 
yet in 1962 there was enough concern over 
the possible profits being made by defense 
industries for Congress to pass the Truth in 
Negotiations Act which gave the govern- 
ment the right to look at suppliers' books 
to try to provide more accurate informa- 
tion on expected costs. But the Joint 
Economic Committee in a report, "The 
Economics of Military Procurement," indi- 
cates that the Act was virtually ignored and 
that there has been continued "extensive 
and pervasive economic inefficiency and 
waste" as well as "the absence of effective 
cost control." Even the admission by a navy 
procurement director that the military and 
defense contractors "were playing games" 
and not giving the correct estimates is no 
excuse for the 
lack of Congressional 


investigation of the figures especially after 
the many incidents of underestimates and 
subsequent needs for more money. 


one site. Apparently Mr. Rogers beUeved 
that such missiles could be adequately 
monitored as to the number of warheads 
they earned by reconnaissance satellites.

It may be 
that there will be no progress in the talks 
but at least there would be attempts. Every 
time either the United States or the Soviet 
Union takes a new step toward means of 
destroying each other or the whole world, 
agreements on ways to cut back the arms 
race become more difficult.

Today Is Lack of Sense of Humor 


There has been a lot of concern 


expressed about the power of the military 
industrial complex and that the United 
States is slowly but surely drifting toward a 
society dominated by military opinions. But 
exactly the opposite may be true. An 
editorial in the Christian Science Monitor 
points out that the new Congressional 
effort to find ways of better overseeing the 
role of the Pentagon 
stems from the 


Vietnam war itself. "We believe that the 
questioning and dissatisfaction with the 
military today is far greater than at any 
time in some decades and that this makes 
less, rather than more, the likelihood of 
any further increase in military influence. 
The Vietnam war, far from strengthening 
the militarism in America, will in the long 
run be decisively shown to have had the 
exact opposite effect." Revulsion against 
the war. the body counts and kill ratios 
have so far had the effect of making a great 
many Americans, especially young people, 
look harder at our foreign policies. A lot of 
Congressmen seem finally to have received 
the message too. 


It is understandably difficult for a 


Congressman to vote against an appropria- 
tion which is cited as essential for the 
nation's defense. But it is with Congress 
that the major responsibility lies and it's 
high time that body faced up to It. 


Now Russian Wives Protest 


A group of ten Russians has signed a 


petition to the current conference of 
Communist parties in Moscow deploring 
"the rebirth of Stalinist methods in our 
country." 


The document is similar to one present- 


ed to the planning group for the conference 
which met in Budapest more than a year 
ago. However, this time the names include 
the wives of the original signers because 
their husbands have been arrested and sent 


to prison. It seems likely that under the 
new hard line conditions of the present 
regime in the Kremlin that the remaining 
signers also will end up in prison or in exile 
for such a protest. 


But there has been some progress. 


Under Stalin, no one would have known of 
the existence of such a petition except the 
secret police, who would have immediately 
carted off the dissidents to dungeons, 
torture and the firing squad.

Yet the prospects for serious 


political action on behalf of a 
single board of regents of 
Wisconsin h i g h e r education 
appear remote for the present 
at least. Thus a thoughtful 
citizen will note a useful alter- 
native, in the obfique achnowl* 
edgement by the Coordinating 
Council of Higher Education 
that it needs a better public 
acceptance and understanding 
of its role.

cise situation in regard to the 
thermonuclear arms race.

side refuses to "squeal" — by 
refusing 
to proliferate 
its 


weaponry — we will not gain 
as much as if we could obtain 
sole superiority, but we will 
probably escape the conse- 
quences of a world-wide nucle- 
ar war. 


Of course, the real problem 


here is physical as much as 
strategical. Both sides have to 
be sure that the enemy will 
not "defect" and switch to the 
other decision secretly. This is 
why only a system of open, 
mutual inspection between na- 
tions is imperative if we and 
Russia are to agree on halting 
the arms race. Such inspection 
by an umpire, or neutral 
force, is absolutely imperative 
for this strategy to succeed. 


The best we can hope for 


today is a "medium sen- 
tence." Our armaments con- 
demn us to a form of military 
slavery, and there can be no 
real freedom until disarma- 
ment is universal. It is impos- 
sible to "win" the war game 
any longer, so we must do 
everything to minimize our 
possible losses. 


The hawks are fatally foolish 


to believe we can "protect" 
ourselves from atomic attack, 
for all our protection docs is 
escalate the arms race.

sen "for the simple reason that 
they were white—targets of op- 
portunity." 


They were stabbed, he said, in 


a "well-planned, well-timed" at- 
tack. The assailants used a scis- 
sors blade and toilet plunger 
rods honed into knives. 


The six injured were reported 


in good condition and expected 
to recover. The dead man, Rob- 
ert J. Adams, 30, was a convict- 
ed Los Angeles murderer.
